Our faith teaches us that there li 
no safer reliance than upon God, our 
Father, who has so singularly favored 
the American people In every national 
trial and who will not forsake us so long 
as we obey His commandments and will 
walk humbly in Hta footsteps.

In 1862 Gen. Pleasunton received the 


.brevet of lieutenant colonel, and was 
promoted to major general of volun- 
teers in June, 18G3. He participated in 
the numerous actions that preceded the 
battle of Gettysburg and was com- 
mander in chief of cavalry in that ac- 
tion. Transferred to Missouri in 1864, 
and drove the forces of Gen. Sterling 
Price from tbo state, and in March, the 
year following, was breveted brigadier 
general of the United States army foi 
his gallant service in that campaign. 
He resigned in 1808 and was United 
Slates collector of revenue for several 
years, and finally president of the Terr? 
Haute & Cincinnati railroad. In May. 
1888, he was placed on the retired list, 
with the rank of colonel, and since then 
had resided in Washington, his only 
means of livelihood being his pension. 
His military record was untarnished 
from the beginning to the close, of his 
career. His elder brother. Gen. August 
James Pleasanton, was the author of 
the famous "bine plasjj theory."

Life Buck to the Soli. 


An intelligent writer of Maryland ad- 


dresses this letter to Gen. Felix Andrus, 
limself a tiller of God's given acres: 


'Would you kindly allow me spaxse 


through the columns of your widely- 
read journal to place my views before 
your readers regarding- the best means 
of relieving- distress already existing, 
and increasing- annually throughout 
:hese United States? Distress aad des- 
titution exist in all tlie large cities of 
dhe union. Thousandsof dollars are an- 
ually distributed all over the country, 


charitable institutions and other means 
of relieving this distress, but, neverthe- 
less, toe number of those destitute and 
depending on charity is increasing-. Can 
this state of affairs be improved upon, 
and if so, how? At least 50 per cent. 
at the immigrants coming to this coun- 
try were roared in agricultural districts 
iu Europe, but on arriving atXew York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, New Orleans, etc., 
they think no more of farming life, to 
which they were raised, but they settle 
n tbe already overcrowded towns and 
cities. Besides this, tlie tide of immi- 
gration, even at home here, has tlie 
n-ronzr turn. It is from the country to 
the city, when the reverse should be the 
case. 


"There i.s hastily a state in the union 


which has not its thousands of areas 
u«uiting the care, handling and man- 
agement of the agricultural laborer. 
Not a state in t,he union but is trying 
to induce colonists to settle within its 
borders. I know hundreds of large land 
owners in Georgia, Florida, Louisiana, 
Alabama and other states, who have 
thousands of acres for sale and open for 
settlement. But they want cash for 
their lands, and so the land lies on their 
hands. 


"Now, supposing, the state of Mary- 


land would set the ball rolling and try 
the fallowing experiment: 
Let her 


(the state,) buy what lands she can 
how she can, and at as reasonable a 
figure as she can. Let her colonize these 
lands with agricultural laborers, not 
from Europe, but right here from their 
own Baltimore. Say. for instance, the 
state fund in Baltimore, 100 families, 
more or less, who are actually depend' 
ing on charity for a. living. Give each 
family 100 acres, more or less. Builtl 
them a house, give them the necessary 
stock and agricultural implements to 
culthate these 100 acres, the necessary 
seed for the first year, build a school in 
or for each colony, give -(hem also med 
icine and medical attendance lor tlie 
first year, and appoint, a special agent 
to attend to all this. Give them the 
proceeds of their farm nork the second 
year free, and thus give them a good 
start. Let each family bop-in to pay 
back to the state tbe third year so 
much, the amount to be stipulated afte 
thorough consideration, per acre per 
year, as rent for ten years, when the 
land shall become the property ot the, 
colonists. 


'This scheme is simple, ami it may 


be considered \isionary, but I have seen 
it viorKed. 


"Kach family, now almost starving, 


no work, r.o home, nothing but d'lKtre-ss 
and poverty on all sides, will find them- 
selves owners of their own homes, pro- 
ducing all the necessaries of life. They 
\\ ill be away from tlio trials, the sirk- 
ncas and »icissitude.s of city life. Tliev 
ooulrl have their churches, their schools, 
their innocent and healthy amu>i>mrats 
their school entertainments, and. after 
awhile, toe country life would be the 
desired and desirable, not the disagree- 
able and asoideil, life it is. Those now 
sfarving and depending on charity am 
living in idleness and its temptations 
would be producers, and independent 
citizens. They would be living where 
God intended them to live—on the lant 
which was created for their use. The 
Etate would not lose a nickel by 
scheme of this kind, if it were carried 
out in a proper manner, 


"If I could get land on these terms,! 


could myself get 500 families in cither 
St. Louis, Chicago, Cincinnati, Pitts 
burgh or Philadelphia, who were raisec 
on farms in Europe, and who woult 
gladly exchange the city for a countrj 
life, if they only got tlie means to sus- 
tcini them, and lielp them until they go 
on their feet. All tho charity in thi 
world will never do away with the neces 
sitg" for charity. Street cleaning, pub 
lie works, ice cutting, etc., as tern 
porary relief, will be only temporary 
und poverty and want will continue to 
exist amid plenty."—Baltimore Ameri- 
can.

It 
will beouraliB to pursue » firm, digni- 
fied foreign policy which eball bo just, 
impartial, ever watchful of our national 
honor and always Insisting upon the en- 
forcement of tbe lawful rights of Ameri- 
cans citizens, everywhere. Our diplomats 
should seek no more, accept nothing less 
than is due us. We want no wars of con- 
quest. Wo must avoid the temptation of 
territorial aggression. War should never 
be entered upon until every agency of 
peace has'failed. 
Peace is preferable to 


war In almost every contingency. Arbi- 
tration is^tbe true method of settlement 
of international as well a» local or indi- 
vidual differences between employer and 
employes.

in 188S, In its application extended to 
our f diplomatic relations by unanimous 
concurrence of 
tho senate and bouse 


of the fifty-first congress in 1890. Later 
a reaolut'on was accepted as tbe basis of 
negotiations with us by the British honso 
of commons in 1898, and upon our invi- 
tation * treaty arbitration between the 
United States and Great Britain was 
signed at Washington and transmitted to 
tbe senate for its ratification In January 
last. Since this treaty, clearly tha result 
of our initiative, It has been recogniz- 
ed as the leading feature of oar for- 
eignjpolioy throughout our eutlre nation- 
al history, the adjustment of difflcultlef 
by judicial methods, rather than by forot 
of arms, and since the treaty presents to 
the world agtorious eiamptoof reason and 
peace, not of passion and war, controlling 
the relations between two of the greatest 
nations of the world, Jtbe example [is cer- 
tain to be followed Ly others, I respect- 
fully nrge the e»rly action of the senate 
thereon, not merely as n matter of policy, 
but as a duty to mankind. The Impor- 
tance and moral influence of tbe ratifica- 
tion of such a treaty can hardly be overes- 
timated in the cause of advancing civili- 
zation .

It has been the uniform practice of each 


president to jivold as far as possib'.e the 
convening of congres^| In extraordinary 
session. 
It i* an example which, under 


ordinary circumstances and in the absence 
of public necessity, is to le commended. 
But a failure to convene the representa- 
tives of tbe people in congress in extra 
session when it involves a nelgect of pub- 
lic duty, places tbe responsibility of such 
neglect upon the executive himself. The 
condition of tha public treasury as has 
baen indicated, demands the immediate 
consideration of congress. It alono has 
the power to provide revenue for tbe gov- 
ernment. Not to convene I*, under such 
circumstances I can view in no other 
sense than a neglect of a plain duty. 1 
do not sympathize with tbe sentiment 
that congress in session la dangerous to 
our general business interests. Its mem- 
bers are tbe agents of the people.and thtir 
presence at tbe sent of government in ex- 
ecution of the sovereign will should not 
operate as an injury but as a benefit. 
There could be no better time to put the 
government upon sound economic finan- 
cial basis than now. The people only re- 
cently voted that it should be done, and 
nothing is more binding upon our agents 
of their will than obligation to immediate 
action. The president argued from the 
fact of congressional elections nearly ten 
years ago congress In ita action on tbe 
tariff law would be less influenced by par- 
tisan considerations, adding: "Our fel- 
low-citizens who may disagree with us 
upon the character of this legislation, pre- 
fer to have the question settled now, even 
against their preconceived views, and per- 
haps settled so reasonably, as I trust and 
believe it will ha, as to insure great per- 
manence, than to hare farther uncertain- 
ty to the menacing of the vast and varied 
business interest* of the United States 
again.

change. Situated in the center of China 
proper, on the banks of its great artery, 
the Yangtze, by which large steamers 
can penetrate to the heart of the city, 
Hankow has a great future before it. 
Witt the awakening of a more progres- 
sive spirit in the empire, it must become 
a place of prime importance. It is al- 
ready the uenler of the tea trade in the 
Yangtze valley, ami during- the tea sea- 
son of .May and June it>is crowded"W ith 
buyers from all parts of the world. By 
far the largest portion of this trade is 
in the hands of Russian merchants, but 
other nations ara represented in the 
neighborhood. 


Kor a considerable time the British 


hate had a settlement about half o mile 
north of the Han, a large tributary of 
the Yangtze, from v» hieh Hankow, liter- 
ally the mouth of the Han, takes its 
name. The French have also been in 
possession of a graut. Some time ago 
the Germans, talcing the initiative, ap- 
plied i'orand obtained aseHlement about 
a mile north of the British concession. 
Russia, whose interests in Hankow are 
very great, promptly foVlowed and ob- 
tained land also bordering: on the river 
between the British coroeesssion and the 
French and German settlements. 


In these settlement the introduction 


of improvements has been rapid. A 
bund, or esplanade, has been construct- 
ed, and other work is under way and be- 
ing rapidly pushed forvv ard.
